What old employes of the Criminal 
Court Building deseribed as the. most 
remarkable scene within their .memory 
oceurréd of the top floor of that bulld- 
ing yesterday afternoon, when nearly 400 
then, women, and children. appeared to 
testify before the Grand Jury regarding 
crimes of which they have been the vic- 
tims since the present police policies of 
Mayor Gaynor have been In effect. Sub- 
poenas for about half this number had 
been issued, but the others appeared vol- 
untarily to tell of robberies, burglaries, 
hefts,; and other crimes. 


As it was impossible for more than a 
small number to appear before the Grand 
Jury, employes of the District Attorney's 
office went among the throng and took 
flown statements of individuals regarding 
their experiences, and these will be read 
to the Grand Jury later.- These state- 
ments showed an alarming st&te of in- 
efficiency in the Poljce Department so 
far as the detection crime and arrest 
of offenders is concerned. It was esti- 
mated after the Grand Jury adjourned 
for the day that the evidence they. have 
so far examined shows that there has 
been less than.3 per cent. of arrests as 
compared with complaints in the last 
year. 

Many of the 400 told remarkable stories 
of robberies. Several had had. their 
horres or places ofbusiness plundered 
half a dozen times since the first of the 
year. One man said that his léss through 
roltéeries amounted to more than his 
profits for the entire year. Others told 
of moving to other parts of the city to 
escape the depredations of gangs which 
Operated without police moélestat in 
their neighborhood, only to ffnd that the 
police were just as inefficient jn the 
new locations. Merchants living within 
| @ block or two of a poltce station recount- 
ed tales of robberies wiilch were never 
solved. In almost every case it was said 


that the police madé no arrests and re- 
covered none of the stolen property. 


What “Squeal Beoks” Tell. 


Many of the complaints were taken 
from precinct “ squeay books’ and were 
never before made public. First Aasist- 
ant District Attorney Frank Moss, who 
is in charge of the inquiry, got the names 
of many of the victims fron these books 
and summoned them to appear before. the 
Grand Jury.

against Confederate invasion. Only about 
200 of the original members .of the. regi- 
ment -were in line, and they were old =e 
gray and rode in carriages. 

Home 3,000 men were in the ‘line, which 
marched up the avenue from Washing- 
ton Square to the armory, in Sixty-sixth 
Street. They carried the old war flags, 
which were new when the Seventh 
|marched down Broadway from ‘Tompkins 
Market to the ferries on April 19, 1861, 
and entrained for Washington. The flags 
were threadbare and worn with the years, 
but dearer to the hearts of soldiers: than 
the gay new banners.:The two old howitz- 
ers, too, which in their day were the pride 
of the regiment, and rumbled over thé 
cobbles of Broadway in 1861, rattled along 
in yesterday’s parade, looking very ‘much 
out of date, but cherished still for the 
associations of other days, + 

The old and the new boys of the Sev- 
enth were reviewed by Secretary of War 
Dickinson from: the lower balcony of the 
Hotel St. Regis. Gov. Dix and Mayor 
Gaynor also reviewed the paraade there, 
and in spite of the rain the paraders made 
a brave showing.

ducer, the committee report says: 

“This is a confession, as was the Re- 
publican platform of 1908, that the theory. 
of high protective duties, as put forth by 
the Republican Party, has broken: down, 
that combinations and trusts which prey 
upon the people have been fostered by 
the tariff, and that tinder high tariff 

rotection American manufacturers, have 
orced unreasonable profits from the

. Reciprocity. Not Enough. 


Again the report declares: 

“The Canadian reciprocity agreement 
now before the House is a recognition on 
the part of the Administration of the in- 
jurious effects of the extreme protective 


policy which has so long been imposed 
upon the country and is an effort to 
mitigate its effects." \ 

The réciprocity agreement, the com- 
mittee asserts, cannot afford the Ameri- 
ean people all the needed relief from high 
prices. 

** Action on the agreement Involves the 
necessity of further and immediate ac- 
tion in removing a number of een on 
imports from other countries in order that 
justice may be done to the great army of 
agricultural producers ‘who, in the 
Canadian agreement, are to‘have all.the 
alleged protection! removed from their 
products without a corresponding or re- 
ciprocal removal of the protective duties 
most burdensome on the commodities 
they must purchase as necessary to sus- 
tain their lives and industries.”’ 

The report takes up in detail the classi- 
fied list of articles included in the: free 
list bill. Regarding agricultural imple- 
ments it says their manufacture is con- 
trolled by trusts and combinations that 
have sold in foreign countries at lower 
rices than at home, building up their 
foreign trade from $3,850,184 in 1890 to 
$28,124,083 in 1910. 

Bagging and baling materials, essential 
in the transportation of : agricultural 
roducts, the report says, cannot receive 
Penefits of protection in home markets, 
and duties on them “ have annoyed and 
burdened the farmers to add to the profits 
of exacting trusts and combinations.” 


Strikes at Steel Industry. 


Concerning hoops, bands, and ties of 
fron and steel, barbed wire for fencing, 
&c., the report says the high duties make 
the »people dependent upon the “giant 
steel industry,’’ which. for years has sold 
products abroad lower than to domestic 
consumers, and declares that placing 
them on the free list will be ‘a long 
delayed measure of equity and justice.” 

The placing on the free list of all 
forms of leather from ‘cattle hides and 
skins, together with boots, shoes, har- 
ness, saddiery, &c., the committee ar- 
gues, will. be of advantage in manufac- 
turing and necessarily of benefit to agri- 
cultural producers as well as to all the 
people. 

The beef trust is assailed in discussion 
of the -free listing of fresh meats and 
meat products. 

“The existing dutiég on meats and 
meat products,”’ it is asserted, “‘ are for 
the advantage of this combination only” 
—a combination that “ controls the mar- 
kets, both in buying and selling, and the 
result is a sustantial addition to the 
high cost of living from which the peo- 
ple suffer." Removal of duties on these 

roducts, it is arguei, will pies the 
farmers in a free market as to foodstuffs 
and food products, 

For the reason that the public desire 
“that no artificial shelter shall be main- 
tained. to protect abnormally highy prices 
on food articles in any form,” the bill 
also seeks exemption from duty on wheat 
flour, -semolina, rye flour, buckwheat 
flour, cornmeal, and all preparea cereal 
foods, biscuits, bread, and similar arti- 
cles not sweetened. 


Utilizes Taft's Own Words. 


In discussing free lumber placed in the 
bill, hard wood excepted, the report main- 
tains that the ownership of timber in 
this country has become practically a 
monopoly and has passed for the most 
part into the hands of great corporations 
and interests which are speculating of 
the increasing scarcity. 

President Taft is again referred to, the 
report quoting from hig speech of Feb. 
26, 1911, in which he said: 

“By giving our own people access to 
Canadian forests we shall reducé the 
consumption of our own, which, in the 
hands of a comparitively few owners 
now have a Value that requires the en- 
largement of our available, timber re- 
sources."’ 

Sewing machines, the report avers, -are 
sold. abroad by American manufacturers 
cheaper than at home and should not be 
protected. The manufacturers would 
have by the proposed bill the additional 
advantage of free lumber. ' 

Salt, also included in the free list, the 
report urges, should be free from arti- 
ficial enhancement in price; the domestic 
supply being dependent upon a limited 
number of natural deposits, controlled by 
concentrated interests.

A meeting of the Directors of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society will be 
held to-day \at which thé committee 
charged with the selection of a Presidcht 
to succeed the late Paul Morton will prob- 
ably recomménd the premotion of Judge 
W. A. Day, now Acting President. . In re- 
ports published yesterday the probable 
election of Judge\Day as President of the 
society was coupled with the suggestion 
that he was definitely opposed to the mu- 
tualization.of the Equitable Life and that 
his election would be a barrier to it. This 
Suggestion was said by persons who have 
closely followed, the discussion to be 
entirely without foundation. 

A meeting. of the Executive Committes 
was held yesterday, but at its conclusion 
it was announced that only routine busi- 
ness had been transacted. Judge Day, in 
making. this announcement, added that 
nothing further would be said until after 
to-day’s meeting of the Board of. Di- 
rectors. 

The mutualization of the Equitable lite 
Assurance Society has been discussed at 
intervals ever since Mr. Morgan acquired 
the majority shares of the society from 
Thomas F. Ryan and the Harriman es- 
tate the year before Jast. Superintendent 
of Insurance William H. Hotchkiss has 
taken a.close interest in the subject and 
has held many conferences with repre- 
sentatives of the Equitable Life with a 
view to devising a plan which would be 

‘acceptable to all the interests involved. 
That these interests have not all been 
in accord is a matter of common knowl- 
edge.in the financia) district, but this is 
regarded as-a mares to be expected 
and one which would have to be over- 
come, ; 

It was made known shortly after Mr. 
Mor, had named the three voting 
Trustees, who now hold the majority 
shares of the stock, that he would ac- 
cept any price for his stock which might 

agreed to by the Directors of the Equi- 
able Life, by the Superintendent’ of In- 
surance, and »b the voting Trustees 
named by Mr. organ. Mr. Morgan, it 
now becomes known, had previously of- 
fered to sell. his stock to the uitable 
Life at the price he paid for ,000 a 
share, with interest’. from the*time the 
stock was originally: taken over. by 
Thomas F. Ryan from James Hazen Hyde. 
What conclusion the yoting Trustees may 
since have reached re the price 
has not been made public, but for alk 
practical purposes it is understood: that 
they .have not up to this time signified 
their willingness to depart materially from 
the terms originally named by Mr. Mor- 


gan. : 

The really serious difficulty in the way 
of mutualizing ig that to acquire the out- 
standing stock at the price named by Mr. 
Morgan would practically use up the en- 
tire net surplus of the society. This net 
surplus is figured by the society at $8,- 
000,000 in round numbers, buf the Insur- 
ance Depaftment has not allowed all the 
items included in the surplus statement, 
and places the net surplus at about $6,- 


000,000.. 

It would take peestioally all of this to 
pay for the society’s $100,000 of capital 
i stock at $5,000 a share, with interest Tom 
June, 1 to date, To buy. Mr. Morgan's 
stock alone’ would, of course, take a 
half of this amount, or, say, $3,000,000, 
but it has been known for some time past 
jin the financial district that the society's 
Committee on Mutualization does not con- 
sider it possible, either | lly or in com- 
mon fairness, to y 3, a share with 
interest for Mr. Morgan's masoety shares 
and leave the minority shareholders to 
shift. for themselves and get what price 
they might. from outside purchasers. Thé 
fact that a sma block of the minority, 
stock of. thé society sold some month® 
ago at $2300 a share shows how’ wide the 
gap is between the price at which the bro 
jority stock is held and the vyaluatio 
which the market puts on the-minority 
stock. The society, it-is argued, could. not, 
however, attempt to treat any set of its 
shareholders moré liberally than any 
other. : 

‘AS the organization of the society is 
now constituted 28 out of the 52 Directors 
‘are elected by the policyholders and the 
| stockholders’ representatives are, there- 
| fore: in the minority. Moreover, the. divi- 
'dends on the $100,000 capital are limited 
to 7 per cent. a year and all profits of the 
society beyond that are the property of 
'the policyholders. It is, therefore, op- 
|erated as & mutual insur company al- 
though in form a stock company. 

Under the circumstances many of ‘the 
Direetors of the society feel that the ac- 
ceptance of.the terms of sale offered by 
\Mr. Morgan, which in effect would use 
up most or all of the society's net sur- 
plus. would be an unjustifiable use. of 
the policyholders’. money. Were it possj- 
ible to acquire the outstanding stock u 
very much more: moderate terms a differ- 
ent aspect would be put on the retiremen 
of the. society's stock as a move towa 
ful’ mutualization..

LONDON, April 19.—Roald Amounda- 
was\sen is ho less than eight months ahead 
of Capt@Bcott In the race for the south 
pole. This information is revegled from 
dispatches received by Amundsen’s 
agents in Christiania from Buenos 
Aires, where Amundsen’s ship, the 
Fram, arrived on Tuesday last. In an 
undated message Amundsen wrote: 

“T landed on the antarctic ice/barrier 
with 8 men, 116 dogs, and provisions 
and fuel for two years. The station es- 
tablished is 78 degrees 24 minutes, south 
and 352 degrees west. The dash south 
begins upon the départure of the Fram. 
All well.” 

The Daily Mail, which suggests that 
“352 degrees west” is probably “ 162} tic 
degrees,” speaks of Amundsen’s plan 
as the greatest ever attempted in polar 
exploration, and points out that the 
Fram is returning to the antarctic to 
pick up the explorers in October next, 
which was the month in which Capt. 
Scott proposed to start his dash to the 
south pole. The exact daté on Which 
the Fram left the antafctic is unknown, 
but Capt. Scott's ship, the Terra Nova, 
found her in Balloon Bight oh Feb. 4, 
and presumably the Norwegian party 
had not then begun their march south, 
but were about to start. 

“The dash south at such @ season, it 
adds, must involve risks never before 
taken. February in the Southern Hemi!- 
sphere corresponds to August in north- 
ern latitudes, that is, it is near the-end 
jot the brief antarctic Summer.

LINER WRECKED;'8 DROWN. 


Portugdése Mal! Boat Lusitania on 
Rocks Off Cape of Good Hope. 


CAPE TOWN, April 19.—The Portu- 
guese mail steamer Lusitania is piled up 
on Bellows Rock, two miles southwest 
of the Cape of Good "Hope. 

Eight persons were drowned during the 
transfer. of the 800 pessengers and crew 
from the wreck to the British warship 
Forte and a Government tug. Those lost 
were four men, two women, and two 
children, who weré occupants of two 
small boats which capsized. Their com- 
panions were res¢ued. 

The Lusitania was bound from Mozam- 
biane for Lisbon whén she struck on the 
sunken rocks. ..There is no hope of aay- 
ing the vyesset.

A SUGGESTION. 

In an article in the Revie des Deux 
Mondes by M. B Facust, the brfil- 
fant and acute French critic, there are 
a few brief passages which . may be 
suggestive to our teachers and profes- 
sors, and especially to those who have 
to do with students of literature: 


Tt “ts true that taste is iIncommuni- 
cable and that ‘thinking cannot be 
taught. But if a teachdr cannot teach

Such teaching, to be accurate, is not 
teaching; it is _isttercourse; it eonsists 
in living *imtellectually with the young, 
who, on their part, are living intel- 
lectually, and whom your intellectual 
life arouses, keeps curious and eager, 
and encourages. That. is all

it is not every tedcher, even of those/ > 


who see fhe truth of it, that can put 
this wisdom in practice. But a reasen- 
able attempt to comprehend and apply 
it would do away with a considerable 
amount of “ cultural’’ nonsense in our 
colleges and high schools. 


STUTTERERS.

OARROTING WAS STOPPED. 


Wry Should Not a Quietus Be Put 
Upon Other Prevalent Crimes? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As an Englishman I should like to remark on 
some of the discomforts in this city as they ap- 
pear to nic, prompted especially by the fact 
— American acquaintances of mine were 
“he up’’ and rebbed during the past week. 
When I asked tiem what they were doing 
about it, they replied, ‘‘ Nothing; what's the 
use?" 

ht is this véry lack of procedure which is 
foreign to the European, and to change the 
public's absolute passive indifference as to sur- 
rounding conditions is, in my opinion, a crying 
need. Regarding crime, I have been much im- 
pressed with the inadequacy of penalties in this 
country, and also the curious tendency of the 
public to protect and sympathize with criminals 
—to get them paroled or pardoned. There 
seems to be a universal objection to capital 
Punishment of criminals; this is admittedly 
unpleasant, but not perhaps as unpleasant as 
to have fMmnocent, law-abiding citizens robbed, 
beaten, or murderéd. 

There was a *‘ crime wave’ in England some 
years ago, particularly about London, much 
like the present outbreak here. he approved 
method of the bandits at that time was sar- 
roting. 
it—it yielded at last to whipping after a few 
men had been caught and whipped it stopped. 
The same punishment was repeated a little 
later with younger criminals—doys and youths 
amused themselves by throwing stones or bricks 
at passing trains, through subway openings, 
flaring and injuring passengers. Fining par- 
vents, sending the boys to reformatori>s and 
jails had no effect whatever, but after a num- 
ber were caught and given the lash this pas- 
time subsided as suddenly as it had-béegun.

General Electric Compa Company Wins Right 
to Enter.Goods by Mail. 


In sustaining protests filed by the Gen- 


ee euen as ompany the Board of Unit- 
ates General Appraisers yeste 
held that merchabdies reaching did 
country ym parcels post ‘trom other 
count may be legally entered, and 
that Collectors of customs are bound 
to forward importers’ protesta to the 
board for review.
